in  1820,  where  L.S.  also  was,  thiswas  probably  the  same  M.C.  There  were 
Collins  families  listed  in  the  1850  record  of  Jackson  Co.  but  no  Michael 
could  I  find  so  either  he  ahd  moved  or  had  died.  So  far  I  have  been  un¬ 
able  to  find  additional  data  on  him;  when  the  county  where  he  was  was  born, 
etc.  is  not  known,  the  search  is  made  more  lengthy  and  difficult.

She  died  before  I  was  born 
and  here  I  want  to  state  that  I  have  the  honor  of  being  her  namesake.  My 
maiden  name  having  been  Rebecca  Collins  and  not  having  had  a  middle  name, 

I  still  carry  the  Collins  as  my  middle  name. 


^t  is  one  of  my  earliest  recollections  to  have  heard  my  Mother  tell 
of  the  many  good  deeds  of  my  "Grandma",  as  we  called  her,  saying  there 
never  was  a  better  woman  ever  lived  than  your  Grandmother  Collins.  The 
older  children,  my  sisters,  had  the  good  fortune  to  visit  her,  to  be  loved 
and  petted  and  made  much  of  by  her  and  oh!  how  I  used  to  wish  that  I  had 
lived  then  so  I  could  have  gone  to  Grandma's,  so  touching  and  full  of  love 
were  the  stories  told  by  my  Mother  and  Father.  Many  times  I  have^  heard  my 
father,  Ancel  Collins,  tell  how  they,  his  father  and  mother,  with  their 
family  came  here  from  Kentucky  in  1834,  driving  overland  In  a  covere 
wagon,  drawn,  by  an  ox  team.

Aacel  Coilins  is  numbered  among  the  progressive  real-estate 
dealers  of  Kansas  City.  He  now  resides  at  No.  4800  Independence  Avenue 
on  what  was  a  part  of  the  old  family  homestead.  Here  he  has  lived  for 
more  than  sixty  years,  and  has  therefore  witnessed  the  entire  growth 
and  development  of  Kansas  City,  watching  its  transf ormation  from  a 
mere  hamlet  to  one  of  the  important  cities  of  the  west.  He  well 
deserves  mention  among  the  honored  class  that  opened  the  way  to  civil¬ 
ization  in  this  region  and  made  its  development  and  progress  possible. 

Mr.  Collins  was  born  in  Estill  County,  Kentucky,  Oct.  26,  1826, 
and  was. only  in  his  eighth  year  when,  in  April,  1834,  his  parents 
came  to  Missouri.  His  father,  Michael  Collins,  was  a  native  of 
Virginia  and  his  mother,  who  bore  the  maiden  name  of  Kebecca  Noland, 
was  born  in  Kentucky. 

They  settled  on  a  farm  which  embraced  the  present  home  of  our 
subject  sixty-one  years  ago,  and,  at  different  times,  Mr.  Collins 
entered  land  from  the  government  until  £e  had  become  the  owner  of 
300  acres.  He  was  a  general  farmer,  an  industrious  man  and  extensively 
carried  on  that  business,  cultivating  his  land  with  the  aid  of  slave 
labor.  The  old  family  homestead  was  located  on  what  is  now  Twelfth 
street,  and  near  by  he  erected  a  mill  which  was  operated  by  horse 
power,  and  which  was  one  of  the  first  built  in  this  section  of  the 
state.  He  was  prominently  identified  with  the  pioneer  history  of  Jack- 
son  County  and  largely  aided  in  its  early  development.  His  death 
occured  on  the  12th  of  May,  1850,  at  the  age  of  fifty-eight  years, 
and  his  wife  survived  him  about  twelve  years. 

In  the  family  of  this  worthy  couple  were  nine  children,  four 
of  whom  are  living  at  this  writing,  namely:  Sarah,  the  widow  of 
Miletus  Brown ,,  of  Kansas  City;  John  who  resides  in  Oregon  County, 
Missouri;  Gabriel  F.  who  is  living  with  Mrs.  Brown  on  the  old  farm; 
and  Ancel,  of  this  review. 

Few  residents  of  Kansas  City  can  boast  of  having  so  long  made 
their  home  here  as  our  subject.  In  the  days  when  all  the  region 
round  about  was  a  wild  and  unimproved  tract  of  land,  he  aided  his 
father  in  the  development  of  the  farm.  The  family  had  many  of  the 
usual  experiences  and  hardships  of  pioneer  life,  but  as  the  years 
passed  their  labors  were  crowned  with  prosperity, and  the  rapidly 
Increasing  population  of  Kansas  City  caused  a  cor responding  rise  in 
land  values.  Mr.  Collins  continued  to  work  on  the  farm  until  1857, 
when  he  began  on  his  own  account,  having  inherited  a  part  of  the  old 
homestead”;  and  dor  some  years  did  an  excellent  business  a  market 
gardener  and  general  farmer.  He  still  owns  about  68  acres  of  the  old 
homestead.  Of  this  about  one-half  has  been  platted  and,  lying  just 
outside  the  city  limits,  forms  an  excellent  suburban  property.

I  have  searched  all  the  early  records  in  this  office  and 
find  nuite  a  f  ew  Collins’  dut  no  proof  as  to  the  father  of 
Michael  Collins. 

I  found  tne  marriage  record  of  Michael  Collins  to 
Rebecca  Noland  in  the  year  1312  but  of  course  you  have 
that  information.  I  found  a  Stephen  Collins  who  had 
a  son  by  the  name  of  Alexander  D.  and  a  daughter  by  the  ^ 
arne  of  Millie  Oldham,  who  possibly  could  have  been  the 
father  of  Michael  but  there  is  no  proof.  I  found  that 
quite  a  few  of  the  Collins’  lived  in  Clark  and 
Montgomery  Counties  as  well  as  in  Madison  ana  you  might 
obtain  some  information  from  those  counties. 

I  also  found  an  instrument,  not  in  regard  to  the 
information  you  want,  but  whi :h  might  be  of  interest 
to  you.  It  was  a  power  of  attorney  from  Henry  and 
Elizabeth  Noland  of  Jackson  County  Missouri  to 
Michael  Collins  of  Estill  County.

At  last,  here  is  the  marriage  oond  or  Michael  Collins  and 
Rebecca  Noland,  with  the  signature  or  Led s tone  Poland.  Miss  Mildred 
Coob,  Deputy  Clerk  has  oeen  very  cooperative  as  you  win  see  from 
her  letter.  It  seems  that  you  have  some  kin  in  Estitl  County,  for 
i  am  sure  that  this  William  wolana  who  married  ^ancy  Pitcher  was  the 
eon  of  bedstone  Noland.  , 

Also,  i  received  a  reply  from  Mr.  blnvllle  Jackson,  County 
Clerk  or  cl4Fk  county,  advising  ne  that  he  failed  to  find  record 
of  Michael  Gorlins,  or  Gabriel  in  Clark  County,  i  gave  nim  the  names 
of  Michael  Collins  children,  so  that  he  would  have  them  in  mind 
while  making  trie  search.

I  wrote  to  Mrs.  Edith  M.  Whitley  of  Nashville,  Tennessee  to  see  if  she 
can  assist  us.  Then  today,  I  ran  across  the  index  to  Volume  30  of  The 
Register  of  the  Kentucky  Historical  Society,  and  therein  is  listed 
Gabriel  Collins  and  the  Table  of  Contents  gives  "Collins  and  Prewitts, 
Pioneer  Patriot  Families"  by  Mrs.  E.  B.  Nurmelly.  This  volume  is  in 
our  D.A.R.  local  library  so  I  shall  have  access  to  it  soon.  It  sounds 
interesting.  I  doubt  if  Mason  Collins,  the  Revolutionary  soldier  ever 
went  to  Kentucky  for  he  was  in  Virginia  in  1835 .  His  grant  of  land  could 
have  been  taken  up  by  the  son,  Gabriel  Collins,  and  Michael,  bom  about 
1790,  could  have  been  son  of  Gabriel  and  grandson  of  Mason.  The  Parrish 
family  lived  in  Fayette  County  and  no  doubt  Gabriel  lived  there  too  when 
he  first  came  to  Kentucky.

Miss  Kinnaman  said  to  tell  you  that  her  charges  for  service  -will  be 
reasonable.  At  present  she  is  on  duty  but  has  time  while  her  patient 
is  resting  for  correspondence.  She  iw  persistent  and  I  hope  will  get 
results  for  us.  She  told  me  that  she  had  -written  to  the  Veterans' 
Administration  for  a  service  record  of  one  of  your  ancestors.  She 
searches  frequently  in  Washington  and  knows  seme  of  the  personnel. 

I  have  not  followed  on  with  the  Collins  search  in  Madison  County. 

You  will  recall  thqt  Miss  Hattie  Scott  was  recovering  from  a  major 
operation  and  was  not  well  enough  to  undertake  a  search.  Mo r ever, 
she  told  me  there  were  no  records  on  Estill  and  Madison  counties  in 
the  State  Historical  Society  at  Frankfort.  Mrs.  McAdams  who  lives  in 
Lexington,  Fayette  County,  Kentucky  offers  the  court  records  of  Madison 
County,  so  I  am  writing  to  her  for  assistance.  Perhaps  she  will  know 
where  to  get  assistance  in  Estill  County,  too.  She  is  one  of  the  best 
researchers  in  Kentucky  and  is  author  of  a  book  of  Kentucky  Court  Records. 
Those  of  Madison  and  Estill  Counties  are  not  included  in  her  book. 

Mss  Beal  of  Clark  County  did  not  reply  to  my  letter.  Later,  we  might 
reach  the  regent  of  D.A.R.  in  Winchester,  Clark.  Co.  My  husband's 
kinsman,  Col.  Stuart,  president  of  the  Kentucky  Historical  Society  was  a 
resident  of  Winchester  but  has  passed  away.  Dr.  Greene  also  has  seme 
French  kinsmen  living  there  -  the  old  French  family  of  Virginia  and 
Kentucky  so  if  needed  we  might  get  assistance  through  one  of  them. 

I  believe  that  Gabriel  Collins  of  Madison  County  was  related  to  your 
Michael  Collins.  There  also  was  a  pioneer,  Gabriel  Fitzhugh  in  Madiwon 
County  and  one  of  that  name  came  into  Jackson  County  about  the  same  time 
that  the  Collins  family  arrived  in  Jackson  County.  I  advise  further 
research  on  Collins  family  before  presenting  to  D.A.R.  They  would 
return  it  immediately  without  proof.  X  have  never  had  a  set  of  papers 
returned  from  any  society  for  further  data  and  I  would  hesitate  to 
run  the  risk  of  refusal.  Requirements  become  more  strict  each  year 
in  D.A.  R.  and  now  they  will  not  accept  statements  from  some  published 
genealogies.  There  are  so  many  errors  in  them.

Dear  Mr.  Rutherford: 

This  reply  to  your  letter  of  October  19th  has  been  delayed  for  several 
reasons.  First,  I  have  been  ill  of  a  severe  virus  infection  and  unable 
to  write;  secondly.  Miss  Kinnaman  suggested  that  she  go  by  bus  to  Liberty 
and  spend  the  night  with  a  friend.  With  this,  I  agreed  as  she  planned  to 
see  the  local  photographer  for  his  price  for  taking  a  photograph  of  Hugh 
Brown’s  will  and  to  search  further  for  the  record  of  a  land  patent  to 
Hugh  Brown  from  the  Gove ram ent. 

I  know  that  you  were  interested  in  having  record  of  this  early  patent  and 
Miss  Kinnaman  searched  the  Clay  County  records  for  it  without  success.  She 
was  told  by  the  County  Clerk  to  write  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
Washington,  D.C.  for  this  patent. 

Miss  Kinnaman  is  not  charging  you  for  the  time  in  making  this  trip  -  only 
for  the  bus  fare  which  is  a  small  amount . 

She  talked  with  the  local  photographer  with  reference  to  his  price  for 
making  a  photograph  of  the  will  and  his  charge  is  $10.00  for  the  one  photo. 
Our  Independence  photographer  will  charge  the  same  price,  $10.00  for  the 
first  photograph  and  $l.f>0  for  each  additional  one. 

If  I  recall  correctly,  the  will  was  written  by  Hugh  Brown  on  one  page. 

I  have  turned  over  to  Miss  Kinnaman,  my  complete  file  and  correspondence 
on  your  family  lines.  However,  if  you  have  additional  data  in  your  files 
on  any  of  the  family  lines  on  which  you  desire  further  search,  please  send 
a  copy  from  your  files  to  Miss  Kinnaman. 

Miss  Kinnaman  is  getting  in  touch  with  the  genealogists  in  Kentucky  who 
have  been  highly  recommended  and  are  reasonable.  Fortunately,  Miss  Kinna¬ 
man  has  in  her  possession  for  a  while  a  book  giving  the  1800  tax  lists  in 
Kentucky.  She  now  is  searching  for  the  Collins  names  in  Kentucky  at  that 
time. 

With  reference  to  the  mention  of  Gabriel  Collins  and  Gabriel  Fitzhugh, 
(Gabriel  Fitzhugh),  I  read  that  in  one  of  the  Kentucky  Registers.  If  I 
recall  the  article,  the  names  of  these  men  were  mentioned  as  having 
received  laid  from  the  Transylvania  Company  and  the  grants  later  were 
denied  by  the  State  of  Kentucky.  These  men  were  in  Madison  County.. 

Look  through  your  files  on  Hugh  Brown  and  see  if  you  desire  other  photo¬ 
graphs  of  the  Court  House  records.  Dr.  Greene  and  I  copied  on  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  Hugh  Brown  estate.  In  one  record,  he  was  referred  to  as 
Captain  Hugh  Brown. 

I  have  nothing  further  on  the  Glasscock  line  but  I  thought  there  was  some 
link  missing.  I  shall  look  at  the  files  again  and  see  if  there  is  anything 
we  need. 
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The  Harmons  went  from  North  Carolina  to  what  is  now  Tazewell  County, 
Virginia.  Eli  Glasscock  (was  that  your  ancestor's  name)  had  a  son 
Harmon  and  we  thought  his  wife  might  have  been  a  Hiss  Harmon. 

Please  send  Miss  Kinnaman  a  check  for  $25.00  to  start  the  Collins 
search.  I  gave  you  her  address  -  Miss  Edna  V.  Kinnaman,  611  Lexington 
Independence,  Mo.  She  is  an  excellent  genealogist,  thorough  and  per¬ 
sistent  once  she  is  interested  in  a  family  line. 

As  soon  aw  the  photographs  are  finished,  I  shall  shnd  them  or  rather  it 
to  you. 

My  sister  and  I  shall  leave  next  month  for  California  where  we  shall 
spend  the  winter  months  near  Los  Angeles  and  at  Menlo  Park,  where  my 
youngest  sister,  Mrs.  Harry  B.  Allen  and  Colonel  Allen  reside.

I  would,  of  course ,  be  interested  in  the  record  of  the  land  patent  to 
Hugh  Brown  from  the  Government  as  that  would  indicate  more  clearly  his 
a  raj-  service*  We  have,  as  you  know,  a  Certificate  from  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  to  him  which  would  indicate  that  he  performed  some  service 
for  the  State  of  North  Carolina*  I  am  not  interested  in  that  but  if 
there  is  a  record  of  a  land  grant  patent  for  land  in  Missouri,  that  might 
be  of  interest  to  us* 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Miss  Klrmaman  searched  the  Clay  County  records  «. 
and  was  unsuccessful  in  finding  the  early  patent  there ,  the  next  step 
would  be,  of  course,  to  write  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  as  you 
suggested*  \
